Shot By 
Gunmen 
In Hotel 


NEW YORK (U P )—Albert Anas­ 
tasia, 55, the "lord high execu ­ 
tioner'* of Murder, Inc., was slain 
by two masked gunm en today as 
he sat in a hotel barber chair. 
Tao slay ers escaped. 
Positive 
identification 
of 
the 
body was made by his brother, 
Brooklyn waterfront boss Anthony 
(Tough Tony) Anastasia. He fcH 
sobbing to the floor when he saw 
the dead gangster. 


The two gunmen walked into 
the ground floor shop from the 
lobby of the Park-Sheraton Hotel 
and went to the rear of the chair 
in which Anastasia w as seated. 
They fired five or six shots. At 
least three hit Anastasia in the 
head, back and hand. 
The slayers 
fled 
through 
the 
lobby as they had entered and dis- 
appeared into the street from a 
55th Street entrance to the hotel 
Police said one gun was recovered 
in the lobby. 


The gunmen succeeded where 
countless prosecutors had failed. 
Anastasia 
beat four murder in­ 
dictments and one sentence to the 
electric chair in the late 1920s and 
earTy 
1930s when 
Brooklyn dis­ 
trict attorneys, including former 
Mayor William O’Dwyer, b r o k e 
up the notorious murder syndi­ 
cate. 


Anastasia pitched face forward 
to the floor. 


The former mobster was pro­ 
nounced dead at the scene by Dr. 
Robert Cestare of St. Claire’s Hos­ 
pital. Police identified him from 
papers in his pocket. 


The hotel is the sam e one in 
which notorious gambler Arnold 
Rothstein was shot in 1928, a mur­ 
der which is still unsolved. It was 
known then as the Park Central. 
The shooting followed by less 
than six months a gun assault on 
Fr a nk -Costello, 
amit lier 
eld er 
m asterm ind’’ of the shadowy net­ 
work of U.S. crime and ganpifer- 
ism. Costello was grazed 
by a 
bullet fired at his head. His as­ 
sailant has not been found.
